Wasninatox, D. C., March 3.— Mr. 
Burchard, Director of the Mint, was asked 
tonight for an explanation of the apparent 
evasion of the law of 1878 relative to the pur- 
chase of silver bullion and the coinage of 
standard silver dollars, as shown by the 
statement furnished to Congress yesterday 
in response to the Belford resolution of in- 
quiry. His exblanation only tends to estab- 
lish more clearly the fact that the provisions 
vf the law have been violated, though the 


exeuse was made that it was impossible for 


the Government to execute the law in 
its exact terms. Director Burchard states 
that his monthly purchases and coinage 
were directed by the different Secretaries of 
the Treasury, who are respousible for the 
carrying.out ef the provisions of the law, 
and that, under authority from them, his aim 
has been to keep the coinage as near to 82. 
000,000 per month as possible, without pay- 
ing so much regard to the average of ino..th- 
ly purchases, the spirit of the law being that 
a certain amount should be coined. 

THE VARIATIONS IN THE MONTHLY PUR- 

CHASE 
he explained in this way: He said 
the law directed the purchase of not less 
than $2,000,000 worth of silver bullion per 
month at the market rate. Sometimes it has 
been found impossible to make such a pur- 
chase at the market rate (by the term mar- 
ket rate“ is meant the rate ruling at the time 
in London, less the cost of transportation), 
as the holders of the bullion would combine 
to put up the prices. The rule then would 
be to purchase only what was desirable dur- 
ing that month atthe market rates. 
would make the monthly purchases vary. 
ANOTHER REASON 

for the variation was that the. amount of 
bullion on hand sometimes increased beyond 
the amount fixed by law, and, in order to 


| keep it down, the monthly purchases were 


reduced. The law provided tliat, at no time, 
should there-be more than $5,000,000 invested 
in bullion, and as, at times, more than this 
amount was found to be on hand, the month- 
ly purchases were reduced uptil the amount 
came within the limits. Just after the pas- 
sage of the law, he said, the bullion-holders 
combined, and put up the prices until it was 
impossible to purchase, inSiccordance with 


the law, at the rate ruling in the markets of 


the world. Accordingly, in the second month 
after the passage of the act,

the Rothschilds delivering it in this country 
at a rate almost one cent per ounce lower 
than it could be purchased for here. The 
total purchases that month amounted to

$9,500,000. The total coinage for the two 
mouth was less than $3,500,000, This left a 
sum invested in bullion in excess of that al- 
lowed by law, whereupon the Secretary 
directed the reduction of the monthly 
purchases, so tifat, during the next two 
months, they fell in each month below §$2,000,- 
000, Being asked why, instead of going out- 
side of the provisions Of the law to make 
this reduction, the monthly coinage had not 
been increased in these months to the limit 
allowed by law, Mr. Burchard said that the 
policy of Secretary Sherman had been

in the coinage. He also stated that, on his 
coming into office, in March, 1879, he first 
called Secretary Sherman's attention to 
the fact that the law said the coinage 
should be at least $2,000,000 worth of 
silver bullion, which would average about 
$2,300,000 in standard dollars. ‘The law does 
not expressly say that $2,000,000 shall be 
coined. Another cause, he said, of the ap- 
parent great variation in the monthly pur 
¢hases was that the statement gave the 
amounts purchased and delivered at the end 
of each month. Sometimes silver bullion 
was purchased on a certain day and not de- 
livered for eight or ten days, which would, 
perhaps, lessen the avparent amount of the 
month's purchase, and increase that of the 
next, and in this way, while 
the actual purchases would, perhaps, average 
$2,000,000, the apparent purchase would be a 
great deal less in one month and more in the 
Other.

HERE THE LAW WAS BROKEN

remedy these tnfractions of its piain pro- 
visions, another violation was directed to ** 
made in order to reduce the monthly 
purchases below the limit. But the 
amount purchased in March and April, 
1878, exceeded $9,500,000, and the amount 
coined was less than $3,500,000. This 
left $1,000,000 in excess of the limit 
of the investment allowed by law, and Sec- 
retary Sherman ordered a reduction of the 
monthly purchases for two months. Yet, 
then, when the investinent was only a half 
million less than the limit he began increas- 
ing me purchase and reducing the coinage so

that Secretary Sherman’s sliding scale of 
purchases, rather singularly, makes a good 
average for each yearly and half-yearly pe- 
riod.

ment. Various rumors have been circulated 
to the effect that the failure had been found 
to be due to certain irregularities connected 
with the financial affairs of the concern. It 
is pow authoritatively stated that the book- 
kéeper, Peter Ronaldson, is a defaulter toa 
considerable amount, and that he has left the 
city. .

was made in the cash account last Saturday, | 


and when Ronaldson was called before Mr. 
Macfarlan, at the factory in West Fourteenth 
street on the following Monday, he ad- 
mitted that the cash account was deficient 
to the amount of several thousands of dol- 
lars, and that he would make it good if the 
firm would be lenient with him and give him 
afew days’ fime. On Thursday he sent 
a note to Mr. Macfarlane from his home in 
Brooklyn, stating that he had been running 
about considerably, and hed succeeded in 
borrowing enough to meet the amount of 
the deficiency; but, as he was rather sick, 
he could nut come over to the office until 
yesterday. Ashedid not come at the ap-

Preparations were made to have him ar- 
rested on the charge of aiding and abetting 
Cashier Baidwin in willfully 8 the 
funds of the bank. and in making false en- 
tries. A number of affidavits were prepared 
and sworn to beforea United States Com- 
missioner today, anda warrant was issued

CONDIT’S ARREST. 
Through the interposition of his counsel, 
however, and because his bondsman was in 
Orange and could not be reached in time, 
Condit was permitted to remain at his house 
over night to appear tomorrow morning at 
the Commissioner’s office and give bail in 
$50,000. The announcement of the Directors 
and the action taken by them was not learned 
until late in the day, and it caused a pro- 
found sensation. Mr. Condit isa man well 
advanced in life, and is reputed a 
millionaire. His business is the manu- 
factureof saddiery hardware and harnesses.

It is possible that mare may have 
to be paid there than here for the supplies, 
but 1 tell you the people cannot wait 
for the provisions to reach them 
from here, There are thousands of 
negroes. who are homeless and strav- 
ing, and they must be fed. There is 
enough food in the South that can be 
bought to keep them going until we can 
send more from the North. It should be 
sent by rail. Steamers are too slow. Relief 
committees should be formed. Money should 
be sent at once to remove 
THE MOST PRESSING WANTS. 

Arrangements should be made with the 
roads to forward the supplies at once on 
through freight-trains, to carry nothing else, 
and to put through in the shortest possible 
time. The newspapers should give the 
widest publicity to the great and pressing 
need of relief.“ 

Gen. Haneeck recommends thata bill be 
introduced into Congress providing fora 
survey of the Mississippi, Missouri, And Ohio 
Rivers, as well as their principal tributaries, 
suchas the Arkansas and White, The survey 
being made, a plan of levees should be devised 
which would be sufficiently strong to protect 
the country. Whether the Government, the 
States, or parishes build them; they should 
be construeted on the same general plan. 
This, the General thinks, would prevent 
these overflows in the future. 


GEORGE BARRY WALL. 
DEAD.

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A STRANGE MEASURE. 


fowa Legislators Who Are Evidently 
Trying to Drive Inegrance Companies 
of All Kinds Out of the State. 
A QUEER BILL. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Des Mornes, Ia., March 2.—The sublime reck- 
lesuess and brazen impadence of the average 
legisiator was never better illustrated than in 
the case of a bill introduced into the 
Lower House of our Legisiature by Represent- 
ative Babcock, which is so peculiar in its nature 
that it might perhaps appropriately be entitled 
“An act for the relief of Representative Bab- 
cock and others.“ 1 

The title actually given it is An act prohib- 
iting corporations from doing business in the 
State of Iowa unless incorporated under the 
laws, tne first section of which reads as follows: 

From and after the Ist day of January, 1883, 
no corborauon organized or existing un ſer or 
by virtue of the laws of any other State, Terri- 
tory, or county, shall be allowed to transact 
any business within the State of Iowa, unless 
such corporations shall also be incorporated 
under and by virtue of the laws of Iowa.“ 

The remaining sections of the bill provide the 
usual penalties. 

The introduction of such a measure did not 
occasion serious alarm, for every Legislature has 
to deal with various similar money-making 
schemes, but they have usually di an igno- 
mivious death in committee. In this case, bow 
ever, it is understood that Mr. Babcock has in- 

uenced the committee to report favurably on 
the bill after amending it so as to make it appli- 
cubie only to insurance companies. 

The impression bere is that Mr. Babcock has, 
as they say iu Missuuri, bit of more than he 
can chew.” It fs obvious that the various fire 
and life insurance companies of other States 
could not comply with the requirements of this 
bili even if they should desire to do so. 

The result would be to deprive Iowa of fire 
and life insurance by the companies of other 
States. This the business interests cannot afford, 
and it is believed that the honest. good juigment 
of the majority will defeat the pernicious wéeas- 


ure. 

Interviews with the local agenteand other rep- 
reseutatives of outside insurance companies 
show that they have already been advi from 
their home offiges that the companies would on 
the passage of this biil be obliged to immediately 
leave the State. The companies seem to be tak- 
ing no atber action in the matter, being evi- 
deutly determined not to be victimized. The 
knowl that they are secure in the esteem of 
the people. and that the latter will Kei resent 
in future election campaigns this uucailed-for 
intermeddling by unreasonable legisiators, is 
perhaps what is sustaining the compauy mau- 
avers in this season of vexation. Anyhow, 
nearly everybody here is mad about the bill, ana 
all hope it will not pass.

OUR DIPLOMAIIC RELATIONS. 

A debate in the House of Representatives 
on diplomatic affairs has proved to be one of 
the most interesting incidents of the present 
session of Congress. The most significant 
feature about it was the evident disposition 
of the Democfats to applaud the foreign 
policy of ex-Seeretary Blaine, and the desire 
of some Republican members to defend the 
present Administration in its relapse into the 
ultra-conservative position which really 
leaves the Government without any foreign 
policy whatever. It would not be fair to 
jump af the conclusion that the Democratic 
partiality thus exhibited for ex-Secretary 
Biaine’s policy is a part of the rumored 


| affiliation between Blaine and the more 


liberal element of the Democratic party; 
but it is clear that the apology for the 
inaction and indifference which Sec- 
retary Frelinghuysen has fastened upon 
Arthur’s Administration was suggested 
by a consideration of the spoils favors 
which the Administration has at its com- 
mand. The Democrats in Congress are 
moved to indorse the Blaine policy because 
it nas been abandoned by Arthur, and be- 
cause they are convinced of its popularity; it 
is shortsighted in any Republican Congress- 
man to take the un-American side of the dis- 
cussion for no higher purpose than to ¢urry 
favor for offices with the power which, for 
the time being, dispenses the patronage of 
the Government. 

It was not necessary to agree with Mr. 
Blaine in his desire to bring about a settle 
ment of the difficulties between Peru and 
Chili on a basis which would preserve the 


in order to sympathize with his foreign poli- 
ey as a whole. The Peruvian affair was a 
mere incident, and even those who are will- 
ing to look with indifference on the extinc- 
tion of Peru asa nation may yet admire the 
protier of. the good offices of the American 
Government for the arrest of bloodshed and 
the rescue of an American Kepublic from 
annihilation, and must deplore a recession 
from that position upon the silly pretext of a 
possible war with Chili. 

Moreover, the withdrawal of the proposed 
mediation between Chili and Peru was but a 
small part of the recantation of Blaine's for- 
eign policy. The position taken by Arthur 
under Frelinghuysen’s influence involves a 
humiliating abdication of the richt to assert 
the legitimate influence of this Republic over 
American affairs, and it is all the more hu- 
miliating because it seems to have been 
taken on account of afear that Chili might 
deciare war against our Government! ‘The 
Papprehepsion had no foundation, and an 
apology for the abject attitude the Adminis- 
tration now occupies based on that ground 
cannot find favor among the American peo- 
ple. 

The diseussion of the Diplomatic and Con- 
sular bill, which brought out the review of 
Biaine’s policy, also revealed defects in the 
proposed appropriation which dught to be 
corrected. Itis simply niggardly to suggest 
that Consuls-General shall act as Secretaries 
or clerks of Legation at the principal Eu- 
ropean Capitals. The Consular service of 
the United States pays its expenses twice 
over, and itis for the commercial interest of 
this country that it be maintained in efficien- 
ey. It is equally essential to the dignity of 
our Government that its diplomatic relations 
should be on a plane with its importance 
‘among nations. A Government reprevent- 
ing over 52,000,000 of people, extending over 
half a continent of immense wealth and 
‘infinit resources, and with a surplus rev- 

enue of $100,000,000 a year, cannot afford 
to cavil about an expenditure of 889,000 
or $40,000 a year in the diplomatic service. 
The fact is, that the leading embassies of the 
United States in foreign Capitals should be 
supported more liberally than they are or 
withdrawn. The salaries and allowances 
have been whittled down so small that only 
rich men can afford to accept the positions 
and supply out of their private purses the 
extra expenses entailed upon them by the 
responsibility of entertaining Americans and 
keeping up with the social and official de- 

mands of their relations.

KASSON’s REMARKABLE SPEECH. 
Mr. Kasson was involuntarily drawn into 
a general debate on the foreign policy of the 
Government relatiag to South America in 
the desultory discussion of the Consular and 
Diplomatic bill Thursday. Mr. Kasson is a 
cautious speaker. He does not cowmit him- 


self rashly to any position. His ambition is 


to be a peacemaker in the Republican party. 
He was formerly a Blaine man. He is now 
a Blaine man and an Arthur man at one and 
the same moment. He has undertaken the 
arduous task of proving, first, that Blaine’s 
foreign policy was right; secondly, that Fre- 
linghuysen is disposed to continue it in full 
force and effect, appearances to the contrary 
notwithstanding. Mr. Kasson’s speech, as 
revised by him for publication in the Con- 
gresstonal Record, is so remarkable that we 
deem it worthy of liberal quotation. He 
said:

Mr. Kasson’s speech produced no particu- 
lar effect at the time it was delivered; but it 
is understood by persons behind the scenes 
to have a deep significance. The object of it 
is to reconcile the future policy of the Ad- 
minisiration to the past policy of Mr. Blaine. 
It indicates a distinct abandonment of the 
position hastily assumed by Arthur and Fre- 
linghuysen on their first induction into office. 
They have discovered that the reaction in 
favor of Blaine was likely to be too strong 
for them. They could not stem the current. 
They have decided to float with it. 

At the ‘present moment Mr. Blaine com- 
mands the situation. His foreign policy is 
approved not only by his friends, but by his 
opponents. For it must not be supposed 
that Mr. Kasson spoke without authority. 
His relations with the Administration, and 
particularly with the Secretary of State, are 
very intimate. He knew precisely what he 
was about whien he undertook to speak on 
behalf of Mr. Frelinghuysen to the House of 
Representatives. The effort of Frelinghuy- 
sen’s friends at present is to assure 
the country that the State Department 
has adopted Mr. Blaine's policy, and, 
secondly, to insinuate that it has 
been more successful in carrying out 
his principles than he was himself. The 
Seven Sleepers in the Administration of the 
Acting President have discovered that there 
is a Congress of live and wide-awake per- 
sons about them. Frelinghuysen’s timid, 
humble, apologetic policy would have been

Houses of Congress. Hence the anxiety of 
his friends to show that he was only waiting 
to deliberate, and that there is no definitive 
ehange of policy.” ‘The credit of continuing 
and enlarging Mr. Biaine’s policy is to be ap- 
propriated by the present Administration if 
such a thing is in any way possible. 


THE WONDERFUL W NTER OF 1881-82. 

The winter of 1881-82 has, according to the 
calendar of the seasons, given way to spring, 
and, as is not often the case in this latitude, 
spring has visited this northern locality 
strictly on time, and the genial season is upon 
us without meeting any lingering trace of 
winter. 

The winter just closed has been a wonder- 
ful one, even in these days of the unusual 
and unexpected, marvelous and extraor- 
dinary. it is almost unprecedented that in 
this city the thermometer has not fallen 
below zero during the entire winter, and that 
during the greater part of the season from 
Nov. 1 to March 1 it has been above freezing 
point, and that upon but one or two occasions, 
and then for brief periods, has it fallen as low 
as 10 degrees above zero. 

Another remarkable instance in the history 
of the winter just passed has been the ab- 
sence of snow. During the winter of 1880-’81 
snow, and deep snow, was the rule. There 
was not only a frequent repetition of heavy 
snow-storias, but the snow remained on the 
ground in such depths during at least three 
months as to seriously interfere with and 
obstruct street travel. The horse-cars were 
repeatedly prevented for days from running, 
and for weeks at a time had to employ 
double teams. One line of horse-railway 
suspended travel for three weeks, and at the 
end of that time was compelled to use the 
pick in order to uncover the track from the 
accumfilated ice and snow. Nor was the 
general railway traffic any more fortunate; 
some of the railways were unable to operate 
their trains, owing to the repeated deep falls 
of snow, except by the employment of thou- 
sands of laborers, who excavated the drifts, 
piling it on flat-cars, by which it was hauled 
off. On several occasions the trains running 
into this city were suspended, and the week 
or more of the milk famine,” when the 
milk-trains were cut off from the city, will 
be long remembered. 

Compared with that rigorous winter the 
one which has just now given way to spring 
seems ail the more remarkable, and will long 
be considered exceptional. Except two or 
three days, When the fall of snow did not 
exceed an ineh at any one time, and this dis 
appeared ina few hours, Chicago has had 
fairer and more agreeable weather than 
often happens in ordinary springs. What 
had this extraordinary winter io store for 
man? The extreme rigor of the preceding 
winter left a legacy of excessive drouth, 
which was followed in many sections of the 
West by a great loss of corn, and wheat, and 
oats, and potatoes. The wheat was such 
a failure that in some localities not

certain States; but the prevalence of dis- 
eases of other and equally as fatal types 
was as great during the winter of 1880.81. 
when the extreme weather intensified human 
suffering. 

The mildness of the past winter has not 
been limited to the Western States alone. It 
has prevailed generally throughout the coun- 
try and all over Europe, from St. Petersburg 
to Constantinople. ‘There, as well as at cer- 
tain points in Canada and Nova Scotia, there 
has been brief and exceptional cold weather, 
but as a whole the season has been one of 
unusual wildness, To the astronomer, and 
generally to the scientific world, the two win- 
ters in such extraordinary contrast ought to 
furnish the materials for some additional in- 
formation, not only as to the causes resulting 
in such opposit temperatures, but as to the 
effect of these variations upon human health 
and human happiness. Can they from these 
phenomena discover anything as to the causes 
producing them? Or can they pluck from 
these extremes following each other in 
such succession such knowledge as will en- 


able man to foretell what is probable in the | 


future, or what effect, if any, the severity of 
the one or the mildness of che other winter 
may have upon the human  famil,? 
Is either, which of & winters, 

of pestilence or fam- 
the opposit of these? 
The direct effect of a severe winter 


| is to kill by freezing the wheat in the ground, 


and the direct effect of drouth is to burn the 
corn and the gruss in che ficid, But these have 
not been general; they have been confined 
to localities. Can the man of science give a 
warning note as to the general eflectof the 
mild winter of 1882—a warning that will en- 
able him to profit by its promised blessings 
or to avoid its preéstablished blights and 

awities? The ordinary weather man” 
predicts, but his predictions are so close upon 
the time for their fulfillment and are so fre- 
quently disappointinents that they have small 
value. Can the men of science reason out 
what will be the weather and its concom- 
itants during the unexpired seasons of 1882? 
Can they deduce from the past what will be 
the character of the winter of 1882-83? 

Is there any connection between the 
weather and the severity of disease? Has it 
an influence over or otherwise is it a cause 
of epidemic or other unusual visitations of 
new and pestilential disease? Can science, 
enlightened. by these two winters of such 
strikingly opposit character, contriLute any- 


thing to human knowledge that will be of 


benefit to mankind ? 


SENATOR HOAR ON THE CHINESE. 

The oppo pn of Senator Hoar, of Massa- 
chusetts, to bill regulating Chinese immi- 
gration according to the new treaty is purely 
esthetic, and comes not even as bear to the 
real meriis of the question as one of Oscar 
Wilde’s sentimental lectures does to the real 
canous of art. With all the energy, and en- 
terprise, and hard common sense of his 
State which are displayed in local matters, 
its people have always manifested a dispusi- 
tion which is morbidly and almost maudliniy 
sentimental when they come to discuss 
matters pertinent to another section of the 
country of which they know -nothing by 
actual experience, as, for instance, the In- 
dians and the Chinese. Senator Hoar is 
thoroughly pervaded with this sentimental 
disposition, and in his discussion of the Chi- 
nese question lets it run away with him, all 
the more easily because he is 3,500 miles 
away from contact with the Chinese, and 
neither he nor bis constituents suffer from 
their vices and their ruinous competition 
with white laborers. 

It is very easy for Senator Hoar at one 
side of the continent to moralize about a 
question which affects the other side, and 
about which he knows nothing by personal 
experience. If he would discuss the ques- 
tion fairly and impartlally he must put him- 
self in the place of those who are suffering 
from the evil, or imagine what that evil 
would be if it were at his own doors instead 
of 3,500 miles away. Suppose that each 
steamer from China were pouring from a 
thousand to fifteen hundred coolies into 
Boston every fortnight! Suppose that there 
were 70,000 coolies already in the State! Sup- 
pose that there were 9 per cent of men 
and 5 per cent of prostitutes pouring into 
that State! Suppose that they underbid 
and cut down the labor of white men even 
below Beecher’s alleged maximum of a dol- 
lara day and board themselves! Suppose 
that they swarmed into the woolen and paper 
mills, and shoe factories, and upon all the 
public works, starving out tens of thousands 
of his white constituents who cannot sup- 
port themselves and their families upon 
the paltry wages which Chinamen, who 
have no families, will accept! And, lastly, 
suppose that these tens of thousands of 
covlies as soon as they save up a few hun- 
dreds of gold return with it to the Celestial 
Kugdom and are replaced by ever-increas- 
ing fresh swarms of the same sort, coming 
on the same errand, and huddling themselves 
together in uncleay dens, reveling in oplum 
and filth, poisoni the neighborhoods in 
which they live, spreading diseases and en- 
dangering the public health, how would this 
coolie competition affect the industrial and 
political relations of the Bay State? 

That is the position from which Senator 
Hoar should view the “Chinese question.” 
With the people of California it is not a ques- 
tion of toleration or liberty, but a question of 
existence, and self-preservation is the first 
law of existence. As the pending bill vio\ 
lates no treaty and only demands what the 
Chinese Government self has agreed to, it 
should be passed immediately, without any 
reference to the abstract sentimental argu- 
ment of men who can theorize glibly over an 
evil of which they know nothing, or at least 

suffer nothing, by personal experience,

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ALv. CULLERTON is reported to be op- 
posed to imposing a larger license tax on saloons 
which seil whisky than on saioons which sell beer 
and wine only.

venture to sell whisky ona beer license. The 
risk would be too great. When found violating 
the terms of their license they would have it re- 
voked, and could pot keep a saloon again until 
they took outa new license, which would cost 
the m $100 for beer and wine. It would be cheaper 
for them if they wanted to deal in the stronger 
liquid to take out the $200 license in the tirst in- 
stance.

New York is discussing the possibility of 
obtaining a new water-supply by erecting a 
gigantic dam at the mouth of the Croton River 
Valley, and creating a pew reservoir which will 
bold &. 000. O00. 000 gallons—about a year’s supply 
for New York Ciy—and, leading this store 
through a conduit of a daily capacity of 250,000. 
000 gallons, twice the Croton aqueduct's, to the 
Central Park reservoir. The sew pian proposed 
by the engineer in charge, Isaac Newton, an ex- 
tremely able bydraulic engineer, will cost only 
about SIA, G., presents no serious construct- 
ive difficulties, and will give Manhattan Island 
the largest water supply in the world, barring 
that of Liverpool. The one objection to the 
plan is that it will be extremely difficult to keep 
anurtificial lake of the size proposed in good 
condition. The reservoir now used by New 
York at the head of the Croton Aqueduct is

The Queen and Princess Beatrice walked 
on the castle terrace, as usual, early this 
merning. It is officially announced that the 
Queen passed a good night, and was in no 
waylaffected by the attempt on her life.

BrRMINGHAM, March 3.—The woman Fear- 
neaux, arrested some time ago for fraud 
while personating alternately Lord Arthur 
Pelham-Clinton and Lord Lonesborough, 
and the man Gething, also arrested as 
her accomplice, although representing him- 
self as her dupe, have been examined and 
committed for trial At the examination 
Mrs. Pettitt, of 28 Bamber street, Liverpool, 
stated that Miss Fearneaux had apartments 
at her house for fifteen months. After stay- 
ing there a short time she said that she was 
about to come into an immense amount of 
money, but was trying to remain incognito 
and in concealment from Mr. Fowell. She 
would soon, she said, come into possession 
of £150,000, besides estates in the 
County Cavan, at St. John’swood, at 
Loughborough, and in Scotland.

When her stay at Harplow was drawing to a 
close she spoke about “spies being after her.” 
One day three men, whom Fowell believed 
to be Sheriff’s officers, having called and 
inquired for Fearneaux, she fell on the 
floor “as though sHot.” Fowell told them 
that she had gone to Birmingham, and 
the men left. Next mornmg he assisted Miss 
Fearneaux to escape.“ Mrs. Fowell lent 
her clothes to disguise herself, and Fowell 
drove her to Lichfield. Even at that time he 
was suspicious that he had been totally 
fleeced of all his money, but Miss Fear- 
neaux declared, upon the honor of a lady,“ 
that he should be paid if he only succeeded 
in getting her out of that place.“ The 
prisoner’s mother, Mrs. Fearneaux, of Liv- 
erpool, has been as completely duped by her 
daughter as others.

The State Board of Health Thinks it 
Advisable to Miedify tue Order He- 
garding the Vaccination of School- 
Children. 

The second @ay’s session of the State Board of 
Heulth's anuual meeting was opened yesterday 
morning in Farior 1. Grand Fucine Hotel, Dr. 
Gregory in the chair. 

Attention was.called by the Secretary to the 
suggesuon in his informal report regarding the 
prupriety of the board considering whether any 
mod:tcation of the sohool- vaccination order was 
necessary or desirabie,and if so in what re- 
spect. He said that. while the order had been 
generally complied with, and thé results ob- 
tained had fully justified the wisaom and truth- 
fulness of This action of the board, there were 
certain facts and conditions which seemed 
worthy of attention. As the winter had been an 
unusually open one, the country roads were im- 
passable most of the time, and this fact bad 
caused much labor and expense bot tu vac- 
cigating physicians and to parents, which could 
be avoided as the roads dried up and the weather 
became settled. 

The unusual demand for virus had made it 
impossible to procure a supply in many locali- 
ties, and there was among many a feeling in 
favor of vaccinating in May or June, particu- 
larly among the Germans. The measure bad 
been a very radical ang sweeping one. Some 
time should be allowed for educauon in such 
cuses. Prejudices and opposition, which of 
course the buurd wight disregard, would largely 
disappear if time were granted for redecuon, 
discussion, and information. The sanitary ne- 
cessity which dictated the seatiment of the or- 
der u November last did not now exist. The 
ae was rapidly deciining in the State at 
urge. 

in view of all these considerations the ques- 
tion presents itseit, Would it nut be wise und 
protitabie to suspend the enfurcement of penal- 
ties for non-compliance until such time as the 
Vast mass of duta vow bein acgumulated could 
be digested, an accurate View of tue field be bad, 
and the best course be determined upun to 
make the order permanent and tully operative 
witb the leust fricaon aud Sardsnip? 

In view of the considerations presented by the 
Secretary the buard ordered wat the Secretary 
tuke such steps us might be deemed wise to se- 
cure the compieuon of the work of a fuil pro- 
tection. of the schbovol-chidren of the State by 
vaccinauion against the simaill-pox still tu some 
extent prevuieot, and liable again to rage as, 
long as the enormous immigration continued’ 
and as avy cunsideravie number of persous id 
our midst remained unprotected. 

It wus stated that at the next quarterly meet- 
ing of the bourd. to be held in Chivago April 13 
next, the bianks used by the County Vier«s for 
the return of vital statistics wouid be examined, 
and candidates for the dewree of M. D. would be 
exumined at the same time.

The Son of an Ohio Ex-Governor Does 
a Little shooting on a Steamboat.

Lovisvitie, Ky., March 3.—Some tony pas- 
sengers on the Gen. Little, of the Cincinnati 
muil line, managed to get up a row of the tirst 
magnitude late last nighton the river near Mad- 
ison, Ind., while the boat was on its way to this 
place. Inthe fight which resulted Richard H, 
Bishop, of Cincinnati, shot a man; and this was 
about ali that was knowoa of it until the arrival 
of the boat here, when your reporter called upon 
Captain Merelies, of thé Gen. Little, showing bim 
the dispatch, and asked him in regard tothe dim- 
culty.

After the 
boat arrived here, Hart's wound was dressed by 
Dr. Yandell, when it was found that whe bail had 
entered the left arm below the elvow, guing in- 
wardiy and towards the stioulder, initlicting a 
wound which muy cause Hart to lose his ife. 
Bishup left the boat when it landed here, while 
Hart remained on board, and returned on the 
boat this evening. He fefused to see avy one, 
as also did his wife, and no statement from sim 
could be obtained. The barkeeper, who was on 
watch at the time of the difficuity, refused to 
tell anythiuag in regard to bow it happened, say- 
ing that ne had promised both paries that ae 
would not. The only other witnesses to the dif- 
ticulty were seen without learning any valuable 
particulars. After coasiderabie seurch amon 
the officers of the boat the porter was found, 
and, though he did not see the difficuity, gives 
the following as coming from eye wit- 
nesses: Richard Bishop and Hart were 
in the saloon drinking, when Mrs. 
Hart came to the floor and called ner husband 
out, requesting him to go buck to the stateroom 
with her. Bishop joined in the piea of the wife, 
telling Hart that de bad drank enough, when 
some words passed between them, and Hart 
struck Mr. Bisnop, and he drew his pistol and 
fired. No arrests were made after the boat 
landed here, although the boat was in the mid- 
die of the river and in the jurisdiction of Ken- 
tucky when the shooting took piace. Every 
effort was made tO suppress the matter, but 
without success.

And When Her Husband Marries 
Again Commences. Criminal 
Proceedings, 


Mrs. Sarah Barker, an inmate Of the Old Peo- 
ple's Howe, appeared betore Justice Hammef 
yesterday afternoun and swore Ont a warrant 
for the arrest of George LI. Myers, a 
son of E. B. Myers, the pub- 
lisher, charging him with bigamy. She alleged 
that about four years ago Myers had married 
ber grandaaugbter, Ciara B. Jourdan, and, after 
living with ber some time, had forced her to ob- 
tain a Utah divorce ” through the agency of 
one Goodrich. Subsequently Myers had married 
Clara B. Maidment, of Albany, thereby commit- 
ting bigamy, as the Utah divorce” was illegal 
and invalid. Prosecuting-Attorney Cameron 
was in court when che warrant was takeo out, 
and he pronouuced the divorce worthless. 

Last evening a TRIBUNE reporter called on 
Myers’ first wite, who is stopp with friends

Mrs. Myers No. lisa very pleasaat littie lady 
ef about 23 years of age, and she received the 
newspaper man courteously and said she woyild 
willugiy give her side of the story, as she f 
she had been misrepresented, and wished to set 
herseit right before the world, 

Her maiden name, she said, was Clara Barker 
Jourdan, aud sho bad been married to Myers 
Aug. 2, 1877, in toils eity. At the time she was 
living witn her mother aud grandmother, who 
kept a boarding-house un Michigas avenue. 
Her husband and herself had lived at tne house 
of his father, on Wabash avenue, for 
about une months after they were 
married, after which she went back to 
her mocher's house ang gave birth to a child. 
Since their marriage Myers treated ber 
sbabovily. forbidding ber to leave the house, and 
never introducing der to any of his friends. 
His family did, not like ber, end always did all 
they could to make tbings unpleasaat for ber. 
At the time her ch id was born ber husband was 
out of the city. and when he received the news 
that be was a father, be wrote her a brutal let- 
ter telling ber not to nurse the brat.” 

When Myers returned to the city be was unusu- 
ally cross, scoiding her and moving herself and 
her little one abuut town, often leaving them 
alone for days at a time. Finally, sue said, he 
told her that sue must

induced a weaithy family on Michigan avenue 
to adopt the little one. Mra. Myers said she 
felt terribly after this blow, but believed her 
child would secure a better home than she could 
give it.

Last August, said Mrs. Myers, her busband’s 
family were out of town, and one night be in- 
formed her that she must leave him and go to 
Peoria, where ne bad managed to bave her cared 
fur.

He packed her 
trunk for ber and sent her When she 
reached Peoria she found a friend in a young 
mau who traveied for the law-vook house of 
Callaghan & Co., of this city, 
tu ner was a farmer near Peoria. 
secured her a respectaiie boarding place, 
where she resided for some time. Myers’ father 
was interested in the puvlicadon of a Michigan 
index, and seut a Mr. Buagion ou to Albany to 
superintend the issue of the book. Subsequent- 
ly be sent bis son George on a8 an assistant, and 
he returned before she left fur Peoria. While in 
Peoria she received a letter trom ber husband 
from Chicago in hie be stated wat he had met, 
while in Albany, a young lady named Maidment, 
who de believed was „ and pure, and 
beautiful.” Mra. Myers produced this letter 
and showed it to the reporter. In it he 
advised Mrs. Myers No. 1 to forget the past, 
hu ve u good time, and read and study. If they 
ever met again and decided to live together he 
believed, he said, that hey could live happily. 
Sne was a good girl, but too damned insipid at 
times.“ He wished ber good luck and said that

AIDING PRISONERS. 
ORGANIZATION OF THE ASSOCIATION—ITS 
OBJECTS DEFINED. 

The Prisoners’ Aid Association of Chicago 
met at the Sherman House last evening, Judge 
Jameson ia the chair. 

The Rev. Mr. Galvin, of the committee ap- 
pointed previously, submitted the constitution 
and by-laws, which were adopted after a short 
discugsion, the by-laws being the same as those 
used by the New York association, with slight 
modifications. 

The constitution reads: 

Tne objects of this association shall be: First, 
to employ or so far as is practicavie to obtain 
employment for discbarged convicts and other 

needy persons, or to bestow temporary aid upon 
them: second, to use all proper intiuences 
meaus to prevent the commssion of crime, and 
to secure these improvements both in the ar- 
rangement and the discipline of prisoners ino 
the cities and counties of the State. 

The constitution provides there shall be a 
board of forty-five Directors, an executive com- 
mittee of eleven, the usual officers and commit- 
tees, the latter to include a commit- 
tee on detention and prison discipline, 
and a committee on discharged convicts. 
A contribuuon of $5a year makes one a mem- 
ber, a cuntribution of $50 a life membership, 
and one of $100 an honorary membership for 
life; of $250 makes ope a life patron. A wom- 
an's auxiliary department is to be formed un- 
der the d. rection of ladies selected by the Ex- 
ecutive Committe. Any similar society may be- 
come an auxiliary of tne association. The 
Executive Committee bas power to, and it is 
its duty, to visit, inspect, and examine ail the 
State prisons in Illinois, and auuually report to 
the Legislature their condition, and all other 
things that will enable the Legisiature io per- 
fect their government and discipline.

The journals of Cardline Fox - daughter of 
who invented * Deflector 
Dipping Needs“ a Quaker den born at 
Falmouth in 1819, and whose good fortune it 
was in life to de on terms of intimacy and 
friendship with many distinguished people— 
have been published with the title, “Memo- 
ries of Old Friends.” The book is, in fact, a 
private diary made public. But Miss Fox 
was observant and receptive. She took in 
whatever was transpiring about her, re- 
membered every incident and faithfully re- 
corded it. Her comments are sharp yet not 
ill-natured; her stxle bright and graphic. 
Her opportunities for learning the views of 
distinguished men were unusually favorable. 
Among the names most frequently encoun- 
tered in these memoirs are those of Carlyle, 
John Stuart Mill, Sterlmg, Samuel and 
Hartley Coleridge, Wordsworth, Kingsley, 
Macaulay and Tom Moore, Shelley; Byron, 
Landor, Dr. Arnold, Whateley, Helps, Mau- 
rice, Froude, and Tennyson. Surely this is 
goodly company with which many hours may 
be easily whiled away. We can imagine that 
many of the witty sayings have lost their 
freshness end had their sharp edges taken 
off in passing throughathird party. Yet the 
book abounds in anecdote and story, renews 
old acquaintances, and adds another volume 
to a department of literature too often negr-

The Rise and Fali of That Famous Re- 
sort and the Decline of Parisian 


Gayety.

The thrift of a farmer and his degree of suc- 
cess in his chosen profession can be easily de- 
termined by the care which he bestows upon bis 
farming tools. A man who uses the open field 
for a storehouse; who leaves his vlows sticking 
in the last furrow of bis fall plowing; who allows 
bis reaper to remain out doors throughout the 
winter: who can never find anything tn the way 
of tools, unless entire farm. is searched; 
whose harness is neve@roperiy cepaired; about 
whose premises there is a general air of Hay, 
ought not to expect sucvess, and certainly bis 
expectations will be realized. The man who takes 


importance of having a good storage shed where 
the farm-tools can be stored and sheltered from 
the weather, and who asses the oft-recurring 
rainy days in repairing very appurtenances 
that make success possibie, is the man who will 
reap tne atestreward. The cost ot providing 
shelter r farming-tools during the season 
when they dre not in use is merely nominal, and 
the saving in time in money more than com- 
pensates for the expense. It is simply a ques- 
tion of dollars and cents to the average farmer, 
and it would seem evident where thereisa lack 
of care in this respect thatitisentirely un- 
reasonable to count upon any marked degree of 
suecess. Machinery costs money, and its proper 
preservagon ought to be considered of para- 
mount importance.

A Bureau of Antmal Indastry. 
Recedt advices from Washington state 


the establishment of- a bureau of anima! indus- 
try, to prevent the exportation of diseased cat- 
tie and the spread of infectious or contagious 
diseases among domestic animals. The bill pro- 
vides that no railroad company or the owners of 
vessels shall receive for transportation or trans- 


eases, and especially the disease known as 
pleuro-pneumonia;: nor shall any person deliver 
such catt! transportation knowing them to 
be aisensed. Any violation ot this section is 
punishable by g fine not exceeding $5,000 or by 
imprigonmen exceeding one year. 

The Bureau of Animal Industry is intended to 
be a part of the Agricultural Department, with 
a Chief who shall be a veterinary surgeon, whose 
duty it shall be to investigate and report upon 
the number, value, and condition of the do- 
mestic animals of the United States, their pro- 
tection ana use, anc report the causes of con- 
tagious and communicable diseases among the 
and the means for the prevention and cure 
the same. 

An immediate appropriation of $60,000 is asked 
and authority given to issue such regulations as 
may be necessary to protect the market, both 
foreigu and domestic, from tne entrance of dis- 
ea Cattle. 

One of the most im nt ot the 
bill is to prevegt the introduction of pleuro- 
pneumonia among the stock of the Western 
country, for the opinion of eminent experts is 
given t should such a calamity es it could 
ony be extirpated after the loa of millions of 
dollars. Mr. Hatch says upon the question, Is 
the disease spreading in the Uaited’States?

THE DAIRY. 
The Iowa Dairymen’s Conventions, 
Special Correspondence af The Chicago Tribwne, 

CEDAR RAPIps, la., March 2.—During the past 
year there have beey held in this city three 
dairy conventions, two National and one State. 
They were all largely attended: even at the con- 
vention recently held; the State Association, 
there were representatives of the great interest 
from a number of States. The interest seems 
to increase with each succeeding meeting, and 
the people at large are giving the subject much 
more conskieration than ever before. It is es- 
timated that in lowa there are now 500 cream- 
eries in operation, and reports from counties at 
the recent convention indicate there are fully 
200 in process of erection at the present time, or 
about to be commenced. With the increase and 
development of the business there are 
many peculiarities noticeable regarding 
almost every department and feature 
of this great branch of industry. Attending 
these conventions will aiways be seen the men 
who are daily engaged in the business of pro- 
ducing. By this is meant the men who raise the 
calves that develop into milkers, who feed tho 
cows, and who cut che feed, who study butter- 
making trom the first principles and practice it. 

To show how closely identified are the breed- 
ers and feeders, farmers, milkmen, bDutter- 
makers, and all who have a hand ia the making 
of butter, directly or indirectly, it is only neces- 
sary to say that during the discussions regard- 
ing the cost of milk, eto, the debate leads back 
to the breed of cows, the way they are kept, the 
feed they have, the grass they eat, when 
they are fed, the kind of feed-boxes, 
bow long the cow is milked without bavinga 
rest, what is done with the calf, the value of 
land, the rate of interest on money, the pay of 
bired meu to milk, the value of the cow, what 
feed produces the most milk, the best feed to 
make the most and vest milk. the best barn, and 
huudreds of other questions that ail bear upon 
the subject. To illustrate: Une delegate at the 
late convention contended and arened very 
strongly that milk could be produced for 6 
ceuts per wo pounds or even less. 
while other delegates claimed it cost them 
7 cents to produce the 100 pounds. 
The discussion disclosed the fagt that one

man is aloe on hand with advice in ois line. 
and it all comes in good play and enables the 
creamery men to do better with their goods. 

The discussions bring out every imaginable 
point in- reward to the business. If any disease 
bas ever troubled any deiegate’s berd he speaks 
of it and asks advice, and uine times out of ten 
some one else has had similar experience, and 
freely givea the cause and cure. 

There wus quite a stir at the late convention 
when ove of the delegates saki: Tou all 
know why our butter is quoted five cents lower 
than Elgin.“ The cause was afterward given 
that it is due to the departure from the whvie- 
milk system in lowa to tnat of cream-gatheriug 
systema system that many creamery-ineu de- 
ciare will never be as successful as the full Rik 
system, and that butter from it never will ö 
so high aprice. Yet there are scores aud huadreds 
of pateats every year put out for the fturther- 
ance of this departure, and, regardiess of the 
fact of the difference of price in but- 
ter made by the two systems, many are 
firmly advocating the cream-gathering system, 
and claim it will soon come out victorious. 
There is very much experimenting woing on all 
the time uow. The dairymen are determined to 
get at the bottom [facts in regard to the business, 
80 that they can teil to a certainty what breed of 
cows is the must profitable, what feed is the 
best, wat system is the best, and all the facts 
will be carefully secured as rapidly as possible. 

The display of dairy impiements enlarges 
at each meeting, and with the demand 
for better and more perfect tools come 
models and full-sized articles, almost 
without number, competing for suprem- 
Oburns, butter-workers, milk-pans,

notably extreme Northwestern lowa, there have

dairy, and furnish one of the greatest sources of 
revenue to their native country. The ox, 
and very often the cow, is used for 
doing the work on the farm.

Notes. 

By the failure of a “dividend - paying cheese 
factory at Blackberry. III., the dairy farmers of 
that vicinity lose about $20,000. 

During last week a very severe storm 
vailed throughout Kansas and the Indian Ter- 
ritory. The effect was quite disastrous among 
cattle and sheep—the losses being variously es- 
timated at from 1 to 10 per cent. 

The first shipment of American cheese to En- 
giand was made by Henry Barrell, of Herkimer 
County, New York,in 1830. The shipment was 
made at the suggestion of the Hon. Erastus 
Corning, and consisted of 40,000 pounds of Herki- 
mer County cheese. 


The value of cheese as a food is not properly 
understood in America, Beefsteak free from 
bone is very similar in composition to cheese; 
both arg muscle producers; beef, however, con- 
tains re than double the water which cheese 
contains, and, es, the latter requires no 
cooking. 

Recent advices from New York are to the ef- 
fect that 4,000 packages of butter are on the way 
from British ports, consigped to Boston and New 
York. Among shipments are several hun- 
dred packages of Danish butter, which are being 
exported as an experiment. Eastern dealers 
advise dairymen to sell their surplus, believing 
that ae price of butter has reached its nighest 
poin 

Although American butter has established an 
excellent reputation in Europe, where it is 
relatively as bigh as the best brands of home 
manufacture, tne epicurean citizens of Brazil 
do not acc it the same posi In Rio 
Janeiro the Danish and French butter bas tho 
preference, though persons who have tested the 
different quulities in that country asscrt 
the preference is simply one of prejudice.

Being of a 
purely vegetable nature, it will not have the 
enemies to combat that so vigorously and ran- 
corousiy assull the oleomargarine, which is man- 
ufactured from animal oils. The inventors pro- 
pose to make two grades of this vegetabie but- 
ter, which they claim to be superſor to all other 
kinds of artificial butter yet made, and at the 
same time profess that they will be apie to sell 
it at a much less price. After a series of trying 
and vexatious experiments a coloring matter 
was discovered that gives the article an exquig® 
yellow tint,.equai to that assumed by the finest 
New York buttet. It is not learned what the in- 
veutors intend doing with their discovery, or 
whether they wil! manufacture the article there 
or elsewhere. They seem to be sanguino of its 
success as a substitute for the different kinds of 
artificial butter now ian use.

An Intricuing Russian Lady Who En- 
tangied Mr. Gladstone. 
Phiiadelphta Telegraph. 

Mme, de Novikofl, remarks the cable man in 
London, has left that city for Moscow, “and 
probably will not return to Engiand.” All of 
which is interesting, and migbt possibly be im- 
portant if the halo of mystery surrounding 
Mme de Novikoff could be removed. Count 
Schou valof, when Russian Ambassador at Lon- 
don, said that Mme. de Novikoff “is neither 
‘young nor pretty, nor spirituelle enough for 
Paris, but even she, it seems, will do for Lon- 
don.“ This Novikof? woman is the wife 
of a Russian officer at Kharkoff, but she 
bas long been separated from ber husband, 
and is, therefore, taboved in Russian society.

which has always been 80 very remarkably 
virtuous in matters of mere etiquet. She is now 
well along towards middle age in years, so there 
has been ample time fur the fashionable Russian 
novelist Bolerinski to dish up the amours of ber 
giddy youth iu a novel entitled La Victime de 
Nuit.” That Mme. de Novikoff is the real hero- 
ine of Boleringki’s book has been established 
out of ber own mouth, for on ome occasion in a 
crowded apartment, sheexclaimed: * How could 
Boleriuski tell these things of me? Years ago, 
being denied the consolanons and comforts of a 
home, sbe determined to occupy as much space 
as possible in the oubiic eye. So she 
threw herself into the Pansiavist move- 
ment, but tbe suspicious Pauslavists took 
her for va spy, and she could make no headway 
in that direction. Her desire for notoriety then 
carried her over Europe, and caused her to at- 
teud pearly every European congress on educa- 
tion, international law, science, etc., but she 
stili made little progress. About 1876 she ap- 
peared in London, and for a time was well re- 
ceived in society. When, however, she began 
her campaigo in 1877 by opening a salon, only 
gentiemen visited ber, but her success among 
gegtiemen was most remarkable. and that was 
better than obscurity. A special importance 
was given to her wheu she first opened her salon 
in London by the; well-known fact that ber 
brother-in-law was Ambassador at Vienna, 
a centre of Russian intrigue, while one 
of her brothers, who had enriched hitn- 
self b the most barefaced plunder 
on a grand scale in Poland, was aide-de-camp to 
the Grand Duke Nicholas, who was ton at the 
headquarters of the Kussian army in Bessara- 
bia. These two kept up a constant correspond- 
ence with Mme. de Novikoff, and she conse- 
quently ssessed the most accurate and de- 
tailed infogmauon concerning all the move- 
ments of the Kuasian army and the intrigues 
at the Court of Vienna. Her power of predict- 
ing events in the Turko-Russian war made ber 
greatly sought after by newspaper-men, over 
wbom she endeavored to turow all the duure- 
ments of her charms. No one connected with 
the press was too insignificant for ber endeav- 
ors; if be bad only a grain of influence he was 
invited to her receptions, to private téte-a- 
totes, and no pains nor patience was sidered 
too much to win bim over to her cause. 

But these are small matters—ebe finally capt- 
ured even Mr. Gladstone, then the leader of 
“her Majesty's Opposition,” and an earnest 
Turkpbobist, Sbe began her destens upon poor 
Mr. Gladstone by writing bim a letter full of 
praises of the Great Hritish philanthropist,” 
and lauding dis pamplet ageinst the Turks. 
At first Mr. Gladstone was so disereet as to have 
Madame's letters answered by his wife; but dis- 
cretion is not one of the characteristic features 
ot the Liberal leader, and betore long there was, 
according to the very general belief, an almost 
daily carrespondence between bim and Mme, de 
Novo. His private meetings with her 


were numerous, and no one better than 
Mme. de Novikoff understands how to make 
her influence felt by such means; they are ber 
favorit methods of obtcising foliowers and the 
source of most of her power. The indiscretions 
of Mr. Gladstone's ietters—of which Madame 
made no secret—went 80 far that in one of them 
he is saidto have confidedto ber that Lord 
Beaconstieid was to be overthrown by means of 
an agitation for household suffrage among the 
rural laborers. When these affairs began to 
spread abgoad after Mme. de Novikoff had — 
for Faris, a provincial admirer of Gladatc 
published a letter demanding an explanation 
from the Liberal leader, who replied by ex press- 
ing his contempt for those who meddied with his 
“ private affairs,” Later on, when angered by 
some transparent allusion in Parliament to the 
Novikol conneetion, he answered body and 
wratbfully that the whole matter was an inven- 
tion — a — 

At the time this remarkable intimacy betw 
Mr. Gladstone and Mme. de Novikoff began, the 
latter was probably i way guided or lnflu- 
eneed by the Kussian 8 overnment. But when 
she had fairly enzoared sd powerful a bersouage 
as the Liberai leader, Count Scnouvaloff, the 
Russiau Am basa@ador. quietly took possession of 
ber and ber salon, and she became thenoeforth— 
according to popular belief, at loast—a mere 
creature of the Autocrat of All the Russias. As 
might Bave beeu expected, the advent of Count 
Schouvailoff at ber salon proved rather troubie- 
some at the very start, and accusations that she 
was u Russian spy became so frequent and per- 
Sistent that she was turced to make u pretense 
of 1 ‘politics and diplomacy.

Onseava for Glucose, 

It no unexpected obstacle turns up to in- 
crease the costof the production of giucose 
from cassava, the factories which are making 
such enormous profits out of corn glucose will 
uu ve to be content with smaller dividends. A 
tushel of corn will yield thirty pounds of glu- 
cose, and an acre of corn will ave thirty-five 
bushels. This gives 1,050 unds ‘Of glucose to 
the acre. Now, the cassa®a or * root will. 
ii is said, yield twenty tous to the acre, Ot this, 
fifty-six pounds make a busbel, and every 
bushel will yield thirty pounds of glucose. Thus, 
the cassava will yield 21,000 pounds of glucose to 
the acre. or €wepty times as much as can be ob- 
tained from n. The glucose is obtafhed in 
the same way from each plant—namely: by 
maceration, causing precipitation of the starch 
and treatment of me latter by sulphuric acid. 
Vast quantities of cassava starch are already 
made. Tapioca, arrowroot, and other sub- 
stances are obtained from the same tuber. 
There is no reason to doubt tnat glucose can 
aiso profitably be made frum the cassava, but 
we take liberty to doubt if there are thirty 
pounds of glucose in fifty-six pounds of tuber 
which in all probability resembies other tubers 
in having from & to per cent of water in it.

Some Interesting Facts About Its Au- 
thors Death. . 

A correspondent of the leading Yorkshire 
paper, the Leeds Mercury, Writing lately from 
Tunis, says in regard to à visit to the foreign 
cemetery there: 

For the first time since I came to Tunis a 
great wave of homesickness swept over me. 
How far off we—I and the silent dead beneath: 
my feet—seemed to be from the land of our 
birth! And even as this thought was surging 
through my heart, my eyes fell upon one special 
grave for which I had been searching. There 
was a plain stone siab, surrounded by a little 
bed of heliotrope and dwarf roses, and it bore 
an inscription telling how beneath it lay Col. 
John Howard Payne, a citizen of the United 
States ot America,’ and how this monument had 
been erected by his grateful fellow- countrymen 
in honor of the autbor of Home. Sweet Home.“ 
Strange, indeed, is the irony of his fate. We 
shape our own destinies in fancy; we plan and 
plot and labor and contrive, and e one of us 
for bimself has formed hie Ideal the end at 
which, in due season, in the fulln@% of this time, 
he is to arrive, and probably not once, in the 
whole history of the humana race, bas that end, 
when it did come, Veen in harmony with the 
visions thus induiged in, But surely of all the 
strange freaks of malicious fortune, there has 
been none stranger, none sadder, than that 

ich sent the man who wrote ‘Home, Sweet 
Home” to die an exile on African soil, and 
which bas left him toa grave among our 
Engliau dead at Tunis!" 

Since r Payne died on the shores of Africa, 
hundreds of millionaires have passed away who 
are now utterly forgotten, as are the writers of 
bundreds of preteotious works in poetry and 
prose, now not worth the paper they are written 
va; but the impoverished: African Consul’s 
name remains a household word wherever the 
English language is spoken, for bis simpie 
lines bad about them which “makes 
the whole world kin.” He @ied a bachelor 
with but one near relation, au elder brother, 
well known and in bigh repute as a law- 
yer. Tho brother, who left ab only child, a 
daughter, bud been as a father to Howard, who 
was indeed a most trying and expensive rein- 
tive, * utterly uileless of common pru- 
dence, always Outat the elbows. When be 
died, the brother, in feeble bealth, was unable 
to give’close and prompt attention to winding 
up Howard's affairs. The result was that many 
personal possessions, which the family would 
have dearly cherished, never reached them.

ABERDEEN, Miss., March 3.—Oa the 2th of 
November last (Saturday) a party of emigrants. 
was seen on our streets. This was no unusual 
-sight. Their baving quite a number or borses, 
brood mares, and. colts attracted some notice. 
The party consisted of four white men, or, 
rather, three men anda bright sprightly boy of 
some 16 summers. After remaining in town 
perhaps two hours, having bad some repairs 
done on a sprigg-wagon they were traveling in 
and doing a li trading, such as buying,veces- 
sary supplies d provender, they left town in a 
westerly direction. No more was thought of the 
travelers until Sunday evening late (following) 
fi megsenger came dashing into town aud 
announced that three meu bad just been found 
dead: about three miles west of town. The 
news spread like wild fire, and in a very few 
miautes the ollicers, with a large number of 
citizens, left for the scene. On arriving, the 


that couid be imagined. Here was the camp, 
only a few yards from the road—wagons, horses 
neighing, dogs howling. Whilc the general ap- 
pearance indicated nothing unusual, there lay 
what resembied three wen in bed on the ground 
pear where the fire had been burning with 
their heads covered, but on removing the cover 
asight was beheld which beggars discription. 
Three of the party who had passed through the 
town the day before were lying stretched out 
in death before the gaping crowd, each one with 
one or wore great gasbes in his head as though 
done with an ax, two with heuds literally split 
‘pen and 
LYING IN A LAKE OF BLOOD. 

The Coroner, who was present and organized a 
jury of inquest, took possession of the bodies 
and effects. It is somewhat remarkable that 
the camp was so near’ the road, and that per- 
haps 100 people passed during the day without 
discovering the murder. A house, occupied by 
a family of negroes, was not over 200 yards from 
the scene. At last a gentieman riding along the 
road noticed the peculiar howling of one of the 
bounds (of whieh they had four) and rode up 
and made the discovery. lie found the faithful 
bounds standing around their dead masters dis- 
playing their great distress, and it was with 
some difficulty that the remains could be ap- 
proached, such was the vigilance of this trusty 
guard. The labors of the jury were very much 
retarded, owing to want of identity of the par- 
ties, there being but few papers found on their 
persons. A few compositions, written by the 
little boy at school,were found in his pockets, and 
some letters which led to their being from Rus- 
sell County, Alabama, and bound for Goodym, 
St. Francis County, Ark. The officers opened 
telegraphic correspondence with Goodwin and 
various offices in Russell County, Alabama. when 
it was soon found the victims were of good 
family, one message reading: 

“THE MURDERED MEN ARE SONS OF JUDGE 
J. P. WALKER, 
one of our first citizens.” Tho Sheriff, Capt. E. 
L. Sykes, in the meantime was losing no time in 
ferreting out the murderers. Deputies wore 
searching the country, as were several citizens, 
there being greatexcitement. Several supposed 
clews were — — Numerous arrests were 
made at different points. it having been found 
that the fourth member of the party was mis- 
sing. it was thought he was either the mur- 
derer and had led, or had been murdered. 
The former theory was more plausible, as a fine 
mule,saddie,and bridle were miss ing. and no trace 
of either was found. The best description that 
could be obtajned was telegraphed by our vigi- 
lant Sheriff allover the country, and his efforts 
never relaxed. The jury, on investigation, 
found that a negro, William Miller, bad reached 
home very late the night of the murder, and 


bad just had some trouble witha white man, 
and if anybody asked about him to say he (Will- 
iam) had been at home all nigut. This pointed 
to William as the murderer. He was arrested 
after being summoned before the jury and 
making a contradictory statement; also having 
considerable bjood on a shirt that was found 
buried in a lot of cotton-seed where he had 
slept. ¢

ing of this fourth man, not having left home 
with them.

This statement was received witb astou- 
ishment, and was weighed with great care, the 
informers being put to the severest test as to 
their truthfulness: and fidelity.

Our City Marshal, F. E. Stout, bemg then at 
Tuscaloosa, Aja., was put in possession of these 
facts, and instructed to proceed to Jones’ neigh- 
borhood, where he went and hired to Jones’ 
father as a laborer, where he learned that Bob“ 
was expected back. A Deputy United States 
Marshal, a resident of Aberdeen, took the 
train around to that section of Alabama where 
Jones had gone, and took a supply 
ot immigration papers obtained from the rall- 
road agent at Corinth. Arriving in Jones’ coun- 
try, he preached Texas and Arkansas, where he 
inducea many to “go West.” Finally, hearing 
of his man Jones, whe had some fifteen hours’ 
start of him “going West,“ he selected a few 
citizens and went in hot persuit. Riding all 
night, he came to the house where Jones, with 
two uncles, had spent the night. Ascertaining 
they had just gotten up and were sitting by the 
fire, Mr. Bean, with his little band, surrounded 
the house. Mr. Bean, going to the door, pushed 
it open. With abound de was standing before 
the man he took to be Jones with a cocked pis-

CONFESSION OF W. R. JONES. 

I left nome on the day the Walkers were at 
Alex Gilden's shop in Tuscaloosa County, Ala- 
bama, intending to go to the shop and collect 
some money ($5) from Bud Gilden,and then goon 
to the railroad at Columbgs, Miss., or somewhere 
else, and it it did not cost too much, to go by 
train to Water Valley; if it cost too much, to 
walk through. ad a brother-in-law over 
there, Mr. Jack Boothe. I thought of arranging 
to live out there, and get a wagon and return 
for my family. When I reached the shop I 
found the Walkers. They iovited me to co 
along and help trade off the old mule. I was 

lad to get to go with them, and joined them. 

e traveled on together until we reached Ab- 
erdeen. I bad never thought of murdering or 
robbing them up to this time. The d of 
the murder I remained in town (Aberdeen) 
until about night. The wagons went out and 
struck camp. I followed on. 1 did not see 
William Miller in town, and never saw him be- 
fore. After we all went to bed, the Walker 
boys on a bed r, and Ion some sacks on 
the other side of the fire, 1 went to sleep. I 
woke up in the night, I suppose about midnight 
(had been there two or three hours), and t up 
and made up the fire, and lay down again, but 
did not sleep any more. This is the time I con- 
ceived the idea of robbing the Waiker brothers.

Appointment of Dallas Sanders, of 
Philadelphia, as Special Assistant At- 
toruey-General to Assist im the Pros- 
ecution of the Postal Thieves. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 8.—Valias Sanders, 

a well-known Democratic lawyer of this city, 

and one of ex-Speaker Randall's lieutenants, 

has beenappointed by Attorney-General Brew- 
ster a Special Assistant Attorney-General to as- 
sist in the prosecution of the star-route cases, 

At the election last week he was a successful re- 

form candidate for the Council, carrying one of 

the strongest Republican wards, and it is feared 
that he will Have either to decline the Federal 
appointment or! nis seat in the Council. 

The appointment was made several weeks 

ago, but for excellent reasons not made 

public To Mr. Sanders was first in- 
trusted the performance of a very delicate 
mission, and it was absolutely necessary that 
his movements should be made secretly. Sev- 
eral days before the election he received word 
that he was to be honored by a Governmental 
appointment, but kept the news even from his 
most intimate friends lest it should imperil his 
chances for election to the Common Council. 

He thougdt, however, that he could transact the 

business required of him by the Attorney-Gen- 

eral and return to Philadeiphia to take the oath 
of office in the Council Chamber on the 3d 
day of April. He received word about two 

weeks ago to proceed to Columbia, 8. C., 

where be would find bis commission awaiting 

him, and, baying arrived chere, to at once m- 

stitute a careful and secret inquiry into the 

management of certain star-route matters in 
that section of the country, witha view of re- 
porting whether or not a prosecution by the 

Government would be advisabie. In accordance 

with these instrucdons Mr. Saunders left this city 

at ö O clock on the aiternoon of election-day, 
when the election was still in doubt. He is now. 
in Columbia. The appointment of two Demo- 
crats—Mr. Kerr and Mr. Sanders—as Attorney- 

General Brewster's special assistants in the star- 

route cases has excited considerable comment, 

abd by many it is believed that the selection of 
the vilicials named is largely owing to their 

Democracy.
